The  Editor  considers,  as  last  time,  the  competition  a failure. 

Boldness,  it  is  true,  has  been  attempted  with  more  or  less  success  in  nearly  all  the  designs,  but  originality  and 
striking  ideas,  which  should  not  either  be  wanting  in  advertisements  are  sadly  wanting.  Eleven  of  the  designs  will 
be  found  illustrated  in  this  volume,  and  they  will  amply  prove  this  assertion. 

“ Brum,”  who  is  awarded  the  prize  for  a full  page  advertisement,  distributes  light  and  shade  in  the  most  effective 
manner,  unfortunately  the  idea  is  not  quite  original,  but  anyhow  well  worked  out  for  the  purpose.  “ Visible”  has  been 
reversed  by  me  in  order  to  show  how  the  design  might  have  been  made  much  more  effective  by  very  simple  means. 

“ Toustan  ” gains  the  prize  for  a half  page  advertisement  because  it  is  more  striking  than  “ Serlio,”  but  both 
designs  are  much  too  tame  for  an  advertisement. 

“ Kit”  is  awarded  the  prize  for  a quarter  page  advertisement,  as  the  most  striking  ; however  the  letterpress  is 
far  from  good,  and  it  is  a pity  that  the  designer  did  not  select  for  his  head  a more  pleasing  model.
